We have surveyed Agency R&D programs in an attempt to 
identify uncommitted funds which might be diverted to accelerate 
this audio program.

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ORD - The Director, ORD, states that any reprogramming 
of funds at this time would seriously jeopardize projects of 
equal or greater priority and would actually result in can- 
cellation of some projects currently underway. I concur 
with this position. 

TSP - Sixty-four percent of the TSD R&D programs has 
been obligated to date and all project funds are planned for 
obligation by 1 April. They are currently turning down all 
unbudgeted proposals, which would have to be funded at the 
expense of high priority on-going effort. In the audio 
category, TSD has already reprogrammed more than 

from other areas. A detailed description and 
justmcation of the TSD position are included under Tab C. 


PEL. - R&D funds are also planned for full commitment by 
1 April. Several large projects have recently been approved 
and unplanned | support has recently required 

reprogramming in excess of [ | Several valid but 


lower priority projects have been dropped from the R&D 
programs due to limited availabilities. 


NPIC - It is a well established fact that NPIC's R&D funding 
level is far below requirements and, as you know, we plan 
to ask for augmentation to NPIC's program by a separate 
request for Reserve releases. Thus, any funds that might 
possibly become available in other DD/I areas during FY 
1966 we would plan to rex>xogram into NPIC.
